Maryland Parks 
Go Trash-Free 
As Of March 1 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) has implemented a 
program designed to help 
eliminate unsightly litter, 
trash and debris from day- 
use areas of Maryland’sstate 
parks and foresta effective 
March 1, according to DNR 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
MD. 

All trash barrels, recep- 
tacles, and dumpsters have 
been removed from picnic and 
beach areaswithin the parks. 
Visitors will be asked to re- 
move their own refuse in bags 


provided when they enter the 
park. Campgroundswill not 
be included in the program 
“The primary objective of 
the ‘Trash-Free Parks’ pro- 
gram,” Dr. Brown said, “isto 
improve the visitor's recre- 
ational experience by elimi- 
nating unsightly trash and 
the odora, bees and animals 
that gather at trash recep- 
tacles.” Dr. Brown addedthat 
the DNR wants toencourage 
visitors to recycle which in 
turn will help take some of 
the pressure off the landfills. 
According to Rick Barton, 
DNR’s director of the State 
Forest and Park Service, 
similar “carry in carry out” 
programs have been “ex- 
tremely successful” in 21 


other states. “Once people are 
introduced to the program 
they become very supportive 
and are pleased not to be 
confronted with overflowing 
trash containers, bees and 
raccoons which often carry 
diseases,” Barton said. 

Another benefit of this 
program, according to Barton, 
is that it will enable funds 
from already-strained bud- 
gets tobe redirected tolong- 
term maintenance withinthe 
parks and to education pro- 
gram development. 

“We were somewhat akep- 
tical at first,” said WilliamJd. 
Hawkins, chief of Rhode Is- 
land Division of Parka, refer- 
ring to the Rhode Island’s 
“Carry In/Carry Out” pro- 


gram. "But aftertwoyeara, | 
am happy to say Rhode Is- 
landers and out-of-state visi- 
torsto our parka and beaches 
have enthusiaatucally partici- 
pated inthe program and it 
has been a tremendous suc- 
cess. Our parksand beaches 
have never been cleaner,” 
Hawkins said. 

The Maryland Environ- 
mental Service, the state's 
lead agency in promoting re- 
cycling and solid-waate re- 
duction, is a sponsor of the 
“carry-out’ bags and will be 
encouraging park visitorsto 
recycle not only refuse but 
alsousedoil andantifreeze. 

“One thing we hope todo 
through this new program," 
Dr. Brown explained, “is to 
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foster an environmental re- 
sponaibility for the forests and 
parks that will carry over to 
use ofother resources. It’s an 
idea whose time hascome.”

A WORD FOR 
“THE WORD?’

| Background Scripture: 


John 1:1-18 
Devotional Reading: 

John 1-29-33, 29-34. 

About 500 BC., a Greek 
philosopher, Heraclitua, wrote 
of *a Lagos that ia ever true, 
though men are unable to un- 
derstand it.. ; for although all 


| things come to paaa in accor- 
| dance with thia Logoa, men 


seem as if they had no experi- 
ence of them.” 
Heraclitus and other Greek 


| thinkers used the word | ogua 


to represent the mind of God 
that is reflected in the world’s 
rationality, orderand harmony. 


| The logoa was the supreme 
| intelligence by which the world 


was created. 

In Jesus’ day there was a 
community of Jews, the 
Essenes, who lived together in 
the desert wilds of Qumran. 
where in ourown time the Dead 
Sea Scrolls were discovered. An 
anonymous Essene wrote in a 
psalm, “By his knowledge, all 
has come Into being, and by hia 
thought he directs everything 
and without him nothing is 
done.” 

THE LOGOS 

Those words cannot help but 
help us to recall the same 
thought that stirs the Prologue 


| toJohn (1:1-18): “He was inthe 


beginning with God; all things 
were made through him, and 
without him was not anything 
made that was made.” 

These words have both ex- 
cited and puzzled readers 
through the centuries, for the 
writer of the Fourth Gospel, 
writing in Greek, begins his 
gospel with this Greek term: 
*In the beginning was the Logos, 
and the logos was with God, 
and the | ogos was God” In our 
English versions of the Bible 
we have difficulty in rendering 











this Logue in a single word 
Moet of them translate Lagus 
as “Word,” but that ia not really 
adequate We think of “word” 
as a spoken sound or written 
symbol and John was thinking 
far beyond that ia not really 
adequate. We think of “word* 
asa symbol andJohn was think: 
ing far beyond that He was 
speak ing of the mind, the knowl- 
edge, the activity of God 

In fact, the only two transla- 
tors I have found not using 
*Word* for Logoe are James 
Moffatt, who simply said | ogos 
and J.B. Phillips, who begins 
his translatior/paraphrase of 
John with these worra: “At the 
beginning, God expressed him- 
self.” In other words, Phillips is 
saying, the Logos ia God's own 
self-expression. When he cre- 
ated the world, he expreesed 
himself. When he gave Israel 
the law, he expreased himself 
When he wanta ustoknow him, 
he expresses or reveala himself 
to ua. 

THE EXPRESSION 

Thisis an important concept 
because in Jesus’ day--as well 
as in our own--many people 
were convinced that, while there 
is compelling reason to believe 
in a Divine Source, it is virtu 
ally impossible for us to know 
what God is like. In fact, great 
numbers of thinkers and seek 
ers through the centuries have 
been struggled to find the God 
that seems so elusive, so ob- 
scure. 

The whoie point of the Pro- 
logue to John’s Gospel is that 
this God, whom many have 
thought of as being always be- 
yond human reach is, according 
to John, a God, not who hides 
from us, but who expressee him- 
self so that we may know him- 
-because that ia his nature: this 
Logos aspect of God wants ua to 
be enlightened. God sends his 
light into the world in many 
different ways, but the fullest 
expression of God's nature and 
purpose occurred when the “the 
Word became fleeh...°. Mean 
ing: the Logos, God's expree 
siveness, as Phillips puts it, 
“became a human being.” All 
that we can and need toknowof 
God is wrapped up in one hu- 
man being. 

That human being was and 
is Jesus the Christ.

Stabb. despite his fabulous 
cheekbones, was quite wooden 
in that role. and it’s going to 
take a lot more than Tab Hunt- 
er looks to fill the role of Hart. 

Hart 1s, of course, the inno- 
cent farm-boy son of the evil 
Roger Thorpe (played by Mi- 
chael Zaslow) and the unknow 
ing father of the new baby of 
Bridget Reardon (played by 
Melissa Hayden) Jeff Phillips 
played the role until early last 
summer Phillips received a 
Daytime Emmy nomination 
as Best Young Actor for his 
performance, then disap- 
peared without any official ex- 


planation from “GL ~ The big 
question now is whether Stabb 
can stand up to Zaslow’s and 
Hayden's forceful portrayals 

But much of Hart's thunder 
may already have been stolen 
We ve never seen such an as- 
tounding entrance on a soap as 
that of Justin Deas as Frank 
(°Buzz~) Cooper Sr recently on 
“GL” In his first week alone. 
he not only stole the show | he 
put it in his pocket and took it 
home. In his past Daytime 
Emmy-winning roles (Tom 
Hughes on “As the World 
Turns” and Keith Timmons on 
“Santa Barbara”), Deas has al- 
ways been quirky. comic and 
slightly devilish His Buzz. a 
longtime Vietnam MIA. seems 
to be the devil incarnate. with 
anewelement a swagger 
that’s downright sexy (if you 
can call belching in public like 
Homer Simpson sexy)’ 

What a character the writ- 
ers have created for Deas’ 
Buzz is a slob. a clown. a wom 
anizer and, best of all. a total 
opportunist (As Buzz’s veter- 
an acquaintance put it. “Buzz 
is the kind of guy who, if he fell 
into a river, would come up 
with a pocketful of fish ”) 

Within a few days of coming 
back to his hometown of 
Springfield. Buzz had the num- 
ber on practically everyone 
including his ex-wife, Nadine 
(played by Jean Carol). who 
had been successfully faking a 
pregnancy for nine months In 
two wonderfully comic epi- 
sodes. he shook her down for 
$5.000. He has yet to meet up 
with Frank Jr. (played by 
Frank Dicopoulos), and his in- 
evitable meeting with Zas- 
low's Roger should prove to be 
the main event. soap 
operawise. this spring

Mouthwashes are par- 
ticularly attractive to chil- 
dren because of their sweet 
smell, bright colors and good 
taste but Curran warns that 
mostcommon brandscontain 
high alcohol levels, ranging 
between 14 and 26 percent. 
Beer typically contains be- 
tween 5-7% alcohol, while 
wine usually contains 12-14% 
alcohol. 

“Children leam many 
things by watching their par 
ents but they may not realize 
that when Mom and Dad use 
mouthwash they spit it out 
after rinsing,” Curran said. 
"And swallowing aslittle as 
one ounce can have serious 
side-effects for achild.” 

Some motithwashestaste 
so good that children have 
been reported as having swal- 
lowed as much as 24 ounces. 
The American Academy of 
Pediatrics reports that a 22- 
pound child can be killed by 
drinking as little as five 
ounces of mouthwash that 
containsethanol. 

In a recent five-year pe- 
riod, there were over 10,000 
reports nationwide of chil- 
dren under the age of six 
swallowing mouthwashcon- 
taining alcohol, according to 
the American Association of 
Poison Control Centers. At 
least three of these incidents 
resulted in death, one as re- 
cently as last year. 

Curran recommended 
that until the CPSC makes a 
decision on requiring child- 
resistant packaging for 
mouth washes, parents would 
be well-advised to move any 
mouthwashes containing al- 
cohol intheir homestoaplace 
where theirchildcan’treach 
it. 

“These are good products 
that serve a good purpose in 
&@ person’s daily hygiene,” 
Curran said. “But mouth- 
wash with alcohol is not 
harmless if a small child de- 
cides to drink it.”

Republican Caucus 
Proposes Solution 
To Keno Crisis 


Excess tunds sloshing 
around in state agency bud- 
gets should produce a sur- 
plus of some $82 million in 
the current fiscal year, a 
Maryland House Republican 
Caucusrepresentative stated 
recently. By contrast, the 
administration projects an 
anticipated surplus of only 
$17.7 million in Fiscal Year 
1993. 

“While I am sure the agen- 
ciescan findimaginative ways 
to soak up their surpluses, 
it’s fairly obvious that Keno 
was not really needed tobal- 
ance the budget,” said House 
Minority Leader Ellen R. 
Sauerbrey (R-Baltimore Co.). 
“With the surplusfundsthat 
control and monitoring 
should maintain, it would be 
unconscionable todo another 
raid on the Transportation 
Trust Fund asthe Governor 

requests.” 

Keno, according to_a 
spokesperson forthe Boarduf 
Revenue Estimates, is ex- 
pectedtobmnng in $50 million 
to state coffers in FY 1993, 
and the governor’s budget 
proposes totransfer $30 mil- 
lion fromthe Transportation 
Trust Fund to enhance this 
year’s spending program. 

Sauerbrey said that the 
caucus’s own analysis of the 
budget shows that the Aid for 
Families with Dependent 
Children(AFDC) program is 
in surplus primarily because 
of more effective child sup- 
portcollections; that the Gen- 
eral Public Assistance (GPA) 
program's average grant per 
recipient waslowerthan an- 
ticipated; and that the 
caseload of the Medicaid pro- 
gram was grossly overstated, 
accounting for a $46 million 
surplus in those three ac- 
counts alone. 

The Republican Caucus 
prepared a detailed report 
recently on the padding of 
the state payroll with funded 
vacant positions in excess of 
those needed to meet “turn- 
over.” The $18.2 million in 
general fund payroll savings 
from those vacancies, to- 
gether with the $46 million 
detailed above, and the 
administration’s projected 
$17.7 million surplus, totals 
$81.9 million. 

“A point I can't stress 
enough is that we have just 
one analyst looking at the 
entire state budget,” 
Sauerbrey said. “I'm abso- 
lutely certain that there are 
tens of million of dollars in 
excessappropnations that we

haven't found yet, because 
there aren't enough hoursin 
the day.” 

Sauerbrey added that the 
GOP Caucus feels strongly 
that the revenue being gen- 
erated by Keno is not neces- 
sary, and that the existence 
of that new revenue has re- 
moved the pressure that the 
legislature once felt to ad- 
dress Maryland's long-term 
budget problems. 

“Again this year, we've 
been presented with abudget 
that showsnormal spending 
growth exceeding normal rev- 
enue growth,” Sauerbrey 
said. “If we stay on this 
course, we will continue to 
havea structural deficit. We 
have toredefine what normal 

is. And we have to stop this 
never-ending search for new 
sources of revenue. The addi- 
tional dollars provide the kin- 
dling wood that fuels unaf- 
fordable spending growth.”

Curran Attacks 


Out-Of-State 
Solicitations 


The Consumer Protection 
Division in the office of Marv- 
land Attorney General J. Jo- 
seph Curran Jr., has ap- 
proved aconsent order under 
which a Nevada corporation 
that sponsors prize contests 
will permanently discontinue 
sending Maryland residents 
deceptive solicitations that 
violate Maryland ]aw and will 
make restitution to all Mary- 
landers who seek refunds 

According to Curran, 
Honeywell & Roberts, Inc. 
agreed to stop sending into 
Maryland solicitations that 
violate the Consumer Protec- 
tion Act, including mailings 
thatcreate the false impres- 
sion that consumers have won 
avaluable prize and that re- 
quire consumersto pay money 
inorder to receive the prize 

The Consumer Protection 
Division alleged in its State- 
ment of Charges that the com- 
pany represented to consum- 
ers they were a “GUARAN- 
TEED WINNER’ of a prize 
of $50 to $10,000 and that 
they needonly pay asmall fee 
and check the answer to a 
simple question, such as 
“Which of the following isnot 
a flower? Carmatior/Daisy/ 
Sparrow/Rose.” In fact, the 
only “prize” consumers were 
guaranteed to receive was 
some discount couponsor al- 
legedly little or no value 

Honey well & Roberts ad- 
mits that some of the mail- 
ingsit sent to Maryland pnor 
to the Division's December 
11, 1992 cease and desist or- 
der “could have the capacity 
to mislead consumers to be- 
heve that they would wina 
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cash prize if they correctly 
answered a simple multiple 
choice question when, in fact, 
answering the question cor- 
rectly did not guarantee that 
they would win...” accord- 
ing tothe Division’s order 

“Under Marylandlaw you 
cannot be required to pay 
any money to win aprize,’* 
Curran said. “And when a 
company tells you to sendin 
Ss and leads yuu ty beheve 
you will win $50or more, this 
is an offer that'stoo good tobe 
true. If an offer lookstoo good 
tobe true, it no doubt is, and 
you should avoid it.” 

Within 10 days of the or- 
der, the company must pay 
$16,175.00 into a general res- 
titution account that will be 
used torefund money tucon- 
sumers. Honeywell & lRob- 
erts agreed toreplenish this 
account if needed. The order 
also requires Honeywell & 
Roberts, for a period of four 
years, to provide the Con- 
sumer Protection Division 
advance copies of all mail- 
ingsit intends to send Mary 
land residents 

This action was initially 
brought under a new provi- 
sion of the Consumer Protec- 
tion Act Authorizing the Di- 
vision to issue a cease and 
desist order without a hear 
ing incases where victimsof 
unfair and deceptrve trade 
practices may not be able to 
get refunds. While such an 
order is effective immediately 
under this law, a company 
mayrequest a hearing within 
30 days. If no hearing is re- 
quested, the order becomes 
final at the end of 30 days.
